SECTION OF ’BAMA 


After Only Two Days Respite, 
Torrential Rains Again 
Fell Sunday Night and 
All Day Monday

river itself, emptying their overflow 
quota into the stream as it winds its 
way toward the Choctawahatchee. 
Tuesday afternoon the swimming 
pool, just south of the bridge on the 
Enterprise highway, seemed in immi- 
nent danger of being inundated itsel?, 
but this time with the muddy accu- 
mulation from the river. 

Business men in Elba, as well 
farmers, are decrying the constantly 
recurrent rains, the merchants com- 
plaining because of almost impassa- 
ble highways which keep their custo- 
mers at home, the farmers because 
their newly run terraces are rapidly 
being cut to pieces and their land be- 
coming parts of various river beds, 
and besides that the land is: in no 
shape to plow or to get ready for the 
coming crop.

bad weather at this time of year is 
preferable to the floods that came at 
a time last year when eVeryone had 
planted and fertilized their cotton.

These camps were inaugurated by 
President Roosevelt and are the di- 
rect descendents of .the pre-war 
Plattsburg Camp originated by the 
late General Wood.

TIMBER GROWERS 
GOOD ADVISERS 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 6.— 
The landowner who is engaged in pro- 
ducing: profitable and sustained yields 
of timber over and above what na- 
ture would grow without his efforts 
is the best adviser in forestry mat- 
ters, points out the Alabama Com- 
mission of Forestry. This is in ac- 
cordance with the principle that the 
rules of suecess can best be formu- 
lated by those who have succeeded, 

One of the difficulties encountered 
in the development of timber pro- 
duction is the fact that forestry has 
been peculiarly beset by misguided 
enthusiasts who undertake to serve 
as volunteer leaders of an industry 
in which they assume no financial re- 
| sponsibility. While all basie eco- 
nomée systems have their official and 
unotficial prophets, history records 
nothing like the burden imposed upon 
forestry. 

Timberland owners and the general 
public naturally: have but a certain 
amount of attention and effort that 
can be expended upon the forestal 
development of nonagricultural lands, 
The more their attention and time 
are taken up by poetry and pageant- 
ry the less remains for practical tim- 
ber growing, it is pointed out. The 
State Commission of Forestry and 
its technical and field staffs are com- 
prised almost entirely of forest land 
owners actually engaged, in their re- 
spective capacities, in projiable tim- 
ber production. Hundreds of other 
citizens in the state are similarly oc- 
cupied, The policy of the Commis- 
sion in disseminating forestry infor- 
mation is first to digest the data ob- 


tained from successful timber pro- 
duetion enterprises rather than to 
proceed mainly on theoretical 
grounds, 


Naturally there | is a great deal of 
scientific infrmation of value to tim- 
ber growers accessible to them main- 
ly through the State forestry de spart- 
ment. ‘This, however, while continu- 
ally at the disposal of the public, is 
issucd as supplementary to, and not 
in the place of, the results of practi- 
cal experience.

Cottonseed oil was known among 
the Chinese before 1700,—ah undred 
years ahead of the rest of the world. 
They burned it in lamps, feeding the 
cake to cattle. Then some chemist 
whose name has been forgotten dis- 
covered that the oil could be eaten. 
By 1890 over a million tons of seed 
were being crushed—for nothing 
but the oil. Little by little other 
developments were worked out, first 
for separating the seed from the 
hulls, thus getting more oil and leav- 
ing a cake that could be used as feed 
or fertilizer; then for cleaning the 
hulls to get linters. In 1926 they 
crushed 5,528,243 tons of cotton- 
seed. Its value was $256,027 ,431— 
and two-thirds of this got back to 
the man who grew it. ... Yet 
most of us can remember when cot+ 
tonseed could hardly be thrown 
away. Give the scientists credit!
